MrD. alao 
ftirnisbes as tbo particulars of tho 
murder of four Kootonay minors by 
Indians. Those men belonged to tho 
party who made tho discovery noticed 
above, and had beon sent out for a 
now supply ot provisions. Thoy had 
boon down to tho Spokane Bridge, 
and were on their return with sup- 
I)lioa to last them tbo coming winter, 
when ibny wero attacked by Indians 
and tbo whole piirly inajsacred. Tho 
naiEcs of tho inutdorod mon aro as 
follows : Air Allen ol Walla Walla, 
(who leaves a son and daughter living 
in thia Valloy;) John Moore of WaUa 
Walla: Jos. A'ilern, partner of Tim 
Leo, i-pokano Bridge, and Anthony 
Ciivcnuugh, Tbo murder occu red on 
tho l4th of August. Tho murdered 
men bad 18 horses ond a very largo 
Hiock ot provihions, all of which foil 
into tho bands of tho treacherous In- 
dians. Four of tho comrades of tho 
murdorod mon, who wore on thoir 
way out to assist them in getting into 
tho minOH, heard tho fifing, and subso- 
queiitly wore attacked by tho Indian", 
hut Huc.ceeded in milking their ohcii]io 
with the iu-H of two hor.soa. Thoy 
then canio down to iSpokiino Bridge 
tor llio purpose of procuring now oui.^ 
firs, iind having lost ull 'their supplio.s 
iti tho liidiati attack narrowlv eacapod 
starvation. Afier having refitted, thoy 
sthrted on tboir reiurii to tho mines 
and aro supposed to have gone throui/h 
in safety. Thia lust demonstration 
would seem to indicate that tbo In- 
dians throughoat the whole upper 
country aro'disuffeoiod, atid that they 
only wait tho opportunity to oom- 
ruonco a war of oxterinination. 

MINING EXCITKMENT. 

Tho news reached hero on'Tuoaday, 
and by dayllghl on Wednodday morn- 
ing a party ol ndvonttirora woro off for 
the now digginga. Tlio numbers that 
aro going will afford ample prolcolion 
jigainat a possible Iiidiiin attack, and 
wo can only hope that those who tliua 
boldly litiiko out will bo auoooasful in 
reaping a rich hiirvost of gold. Those 
mines, as doacribed to ua, aro situated 
in a sort of basin, and tho area already 
prospected will afford omploymonb to 
several thousand porsons,
